BLAME IVHEJiE BLAME l.S DUE. 

El3(!w)iere ft coriespouiient referH to tlu> 
persoimel of tho Chiuiso coiumisBiou. It 
wiU be remembered that from the tlrHt this 
jottrnal ptutosted ttguiust the cojupositiou of 
tliat bod}'. It is not such as the pubUc 
bad a ngbt to expect after the pledge of the 
Canadian premier Inst ppsaion. The chair- 
man of the ooiuiniHsiou, Hon. Mr. Chupleiui, 
has no kiiowledj^c of GhiiiL'so chaructor or 
habits, and Mr. .luKtico Grny 1ms uhvftys 
boeu Jocidi'dly pro-ChineHO iu liis views. But 
failing to obtiiin a cluing;!' wo deenu-d it ad- 
vi«ablo to rt'cuiiimend the loaderH of thu 
labor and other auti-CUiuesi! orgaui/utions 
to Heeuro representation before the coniiuiti- 
Hiou so that the faets in their poHHessiou 
lui^fhl be forcibly iset forth. Tho commia- 
Hion can only deal with the evidence that is 
brought before thorn aud tho evil effects of 
the course that prevailed at tha meotiug of 
Saturday week are already apparent. Cor- 
tniu statements affecting tho moral and 
pliyKcial stattiK of the Chinese inhabitants 
■waro nmdo in thu Canadian commons last 
iipring. Tho coniiuis.sioners assert that 
they met here expeetiug that at least a jior- 
tiou of those charges would be snstuiiied. 
But what has happened? There has lieen 
very Utile ilirect evidence to sustain the 
horrible charges made at Dttawa. Thoper- 
HOiiH who made them (hacked by the 
public meeting) have held aloof from the 
inquiry, while iulluential parties who are 
Imown to be well affected towards China- 
men have strongly advocated their cause. 
This is what we foresaw as a uaturol result 
of the refusal of the labor representatives 
to appear before the commission. Their 
absence has beeu accepted as a sign 
that Ihey could nut substantiate their ac- 
cu.sations. Mr. dustice Gray's remarks on 
ThurHdnj' aliow that be, at least, so con- 
strues the bolding back by the opponents of 
Chinese imnngration. ".Vnglo-Cohinibian" 
is right iu showing his indignation at thi' 
turn affairs have taken; but he should vent 
it on tho chief ungiueers who ran Saturday 
night's gathering and not the commissoners, 
one of whom does not know the Chinese 
and the other both knows and likes them. 
"NVe leave the public to imagine what will be 
Jlr. Shakespeare's iiositiou next year in the 
connnous when he is twitted by some pro- 
Chiiiauuiu with having had un opportunity 
given hiui to sustain his charges and re- 
fused to avail hiuiself of it':' We shall al- 
ways think tluit Mr. Shakespeare unuic the 
serious bluntler of his jjolitical life when he 
turned his back on thu commission and de- 
clined to uiert his iutluence to bring up 
'tvituesses. If the comuiissiousrs are pre- 
judiced in favor of the Chinese they cer- 
tainly have had no evidence from the labor 
organizations to assist them iu arriving at 
tt verdict against them. 

NANAIMU TO MAKE HEliSELF 
EEAUU BEFORE THE CUM- 
MISSION. 

Ou Woduuaday wo wrote — 

"The douKhty Knights of Labor were 
not represented, but we do not share in 
the belief, which is quite freely expressed 
ou the streets, that that body has been in- 
fluenced with Chinese gold. The rank and 
file, in our opinion, aru incorruptible; but 
they have certainly permitted themselves 
to be misled." 

It gratifies us very much to learn from 
the Nanaimo Free Press that the remark 
quoted above has had the effect of moving 
the Knigbt.s of Labor to action, and tlioy 
will appear before thecuminission and sup- 
ply tho evidence which their fellow 
Knights at Victoria refused to give. The 
Free Press — after indulging in a lot of 
silly gasconade — contrives to wind up its 
article with the following sensible sen- 
tences: 

"\Vu hope to see this scandalous asser- 
tion of Tlie. (Julonist ith- thu workingmon 
up to greater deeds, and that they will 
place their phase of this Celestial evil in 
its full strength and force before tho com- 
niia8i(m atid thus give the lie direct to the 
libelloua aaaertion in our Victoria con- 
temporary. Let tho workingmon of tho 
province stamp out this gratuitous insult 
by furnishing all the evidence in their 
power to the commission. If British 
Oolumbia n to be the home of the Anglo- 
Saxon the further influx of the Mongolian 
must be effectually prevented." 

At Nanaimo the comnuBsioners will 
find themselves in tho midst of tho Chi- 
neao evil and if the Knights but do their 
duty, the mass of evidence that will be 
laid before the commission must have- an 
important influence in shaping their re- 
port. 

THE NEW TERMINUS. 

Since Mr. Van Homo's vi.sit, the 
vexed question of wliere the Canadian 
Pacific terminus k to be has been about 
decided. At any rtite it ia known that in- 
stead of being I'ort Moody, at the head of 
Burrard Inlet, the situation choaen will 
bo at Coal Harbor, English Hay, or False 
Creek, all of them near the mouth of the 
Inlet. Any one of these positions will be 
better suited to tho wants of a terminal 
city than Port Moody, though speculators 
in Port Moody property may not approve 
of tho change of baao. There ia no doubt 
of tho fact that there waa no room at 
Port Moody for tho railway company. 
The lands all being taken up tho Domin- 
ion government had not a tract of any ex- 
tent to give to the company for numorouE 
noceaaary purposes. At Coal Harbor or 
English Bay there ia public land onough 
and to spare, and there ia alao ro<un fur 
the growth of a largo town. Tho new 
choice is a wise one. It would have been 
foolish to have stopped the railway at 
I'ort Moody, tlius necessitating the te- 
dious navigati(jn of tho inlet by tlic 
ferries between that port and Nanaimo 
and Victoria. The now torniinus brings 
the railway twelve miles nearer to Vic- 
toria and Nanaimo, and twenty-four miles 
in the round trip is quite a consideration. 
The line to Coal Harbor will pass very 
near or through the city of Now Wcjt 
minaler, which is unuthor weighty couaid- 
eratioii. Tlie uearei' the line approaches 
present trade centres tho more likely are 
those places to uniintain their supremacy. 
The local eovornment have acted in a 
spirit of liberality towards the railway 
company, whileattho same time they have 
retained sutliciont of tho land to reap 
a golden harveat for the treasury by its 
Bale. Would it not be an act of wisdom 
for tho government to throw a portion of 
this land on the market for public compe- 
tition Boon?

To TUK EniTon: — There has been a 
good deal of discussion in the local news- 
papers respecting the "Chinese cominia- 
sion," as "it is called for convenience. 
Exception has been taken in certain quar- 
tora to the personnel of that cominiaaion, 
bocauao it is notoompoaod of British Col- 
umbiana, instead of "strangera." 

One of these commiaaioiiera ia a stran- 
ger who visits our province for the first 
time; hut tho other may fairly be con- 
sidered , a. British ^pqluiubian, seeing be 
has resided here 'fo-r twelve or fourteen 
years. 

lam opposed to tha .presence of Chi- 
nese, a thorough believer in drastic re- 
striction,— expulsion, if possible. I liavo 
beeu present during a considerable part of 
the sittings of tho commiaaiou in this city, 
and I have no hesitation iu saying that 
British Columbia has reason to be thank- 
ful that both commissioners wore not 
selected from this province. 

No unprejudiced person who has been 
an attentive witness of these proceedings 
can help feeling that tho Chinese have a 
friend, if not an advocate, on tho com- 
iiiiasiuii. Every qucaliou asked and every 
remark made showed a decided bias in 
that direction, and one cannot help feel- 
ing tbat tha province is extremely un- 
fortunate in its representation upon the 
commisaion. 

That I am not alone in my impressions 
aud conclusions I have reason to know. 
It is a subject of common talk amongst 
those who have witnessed the proceed- 
ings. 

Tho province has been scarcely less un- 
fortunate in the persons who have gone 
before the commission to give evidence. 
With two or three e.xceptioiia, they havo 
been either pro-Chinusu men or cranks, 
whjso evidence is calculated to do more 
harm than good. 

For reasons best known to themselves, 
but which I cannot und«;rstand, the 
bulk of our robust, clearheaded anti- 
Chinese men stand aloof altogether, and 
there aeeuis to be great daiii;er that Mr. 
Chapleau wdl return to (Ottawa (1 hope he 
may return alone) with a wrong impres 
aion as to tho facta and true nature of 
public opinion.

the crown.

FAKM TOPICS. 
Wnilam Cullon Bi-yant's Opinion of 
the IJtmty of Trees. 

WhUe congress ia occupied with tie 
disposition, ortho public lands it ha.a 
been'suKgested, by pursons' who can 
think of somothinff else bosido rail- 
roads, tliat it will bo an. act of provi- 
dout wisdom to resorvo considerable 
tracts of forest in diQ'orent parts of the 
country as tho public domain, with a 
view of provoniing tho dostruotion of 
trees whioli is so rapidjy proceeding, 
and which may lead to iaconyenient 
consoquencos. One of the objections 
to any such monsuro as this is tho difll- 
culty of protecting the forests from 
depredation. What is tho public do- 
main is regarded in most parts of our 
country as, in a cortaia sense, commoa 
property, from which any man may 
take what ho has occasion for. In or- 
der to prevent tho trees from being 
felled and the publio property wasted, 
a body of foresters to watch it and 
koop out trespassers must bo retained 
In tho pay of tho sjoveriunont. 

Wo do not proposo hGro to discuss 
tho merits of such plan; wo aro fully 
persuaded for our part, that scarcely 
anything is more prejudicial to tho 
fertility of a country, or has a worsu 
efleot on its climate, than the thought- 
less practice of denuding it of its trous. 
Tho etl'oct is to open the raglon to tho | 
wind.4, which parcli tlio aurfaco and j 
dwarf tho vegetation; to cause tho | 
springs to dry up, and turn the water [ 
courses into torrents iu tlio rainy sea- 
son and dusty channela in summer and 
autumn. If tho public could but be 
thoroughly convinced of thid truth, it 
might perhaps, be unnecessary for the 
govornmont to give itself any concern 
about tlio matter in tlio disposition of 
tho publio lands. Wo should soo the 
higliways skirted by double rows of 
trees, long lines of plantation, follow- 
ing the course of the railroads, belts of 
forest trees planted to break tho force 
of the winds and shelter the tender 
crops and tho orchards which boar 
fruit. 

Travelers soo in tho Orkney and Shot- 
land Islos a remarkable e.icamplo of the 
unfavorable otl'oot of tho wind on voge- 
tatiou and tho kindly inlluoace of 
shelter. There, within the high crardou 
walls, shrubs and trees grow and nour- 
ish till their summits reach the top of 
the wall, and boyond that they do not 
rise. Strong winds swoop almost con- 
stantly over tho surfaoo of tho islands, 
and prevent tbo growili of any vege- 
table production except those which 
flower and perfect their fruit near the 
surface. Within the iuolusure of these 
stone fences, where the wind is ex- 
cluded, or in hollows whioh form a 
natural screen, tlio vogotiilion U often 
juicy and lu.xuriant. Of tho oO'oct of 
tho destruction of forests in drying up a 
country tbo Old World all'ords many 
remarkable instances. The poets and 
historians of antiquity speak of mighty 
forests which are now shadowless 
wastes, and of streams that How no 
longer. Addison thus laments tho dls- 
appoaranco of rivors and brooks colo- 
bratod in ancient timos: 
Bomftliiius, ml.sKiilileil bj- tbc tuneful thronp, 
1 look for stroniiiB liiiiiiorliill:ied In noug, 
Thut lost In Klloiicu uiid oblivion lli!; 
Dumb urt; tUulr loiintalns.ttud tbolr chaanele 
dry. 

Yet run loruvor bv tbe Muses' slilH, 
And, In tbe smooth description, murmur still. 

The streams of Attica, now a bare 
and treeless region, are for tho most 
part but more water courses, in whioh 
the rain passes off to the sua, and dis- 
appoint those who form their ideas of 
thoni from iho anineui wriicra. 

Tho rivers of Spaiu aro tor tlio moat 
part only channels for tbc wintor rains. 
The Guadalquivir, wliieli some poets 
call "a mighty river," enters the sea 
at Malaga without water enough to 
cover tbo loose black stones that pave 
its bod. Tho Holy Land now oftou 
missos "tlio latter rain," or receives it 
but s])!irinj;lj; and tlio brook Kodrou is 
a loiv^, dvy ravine, passing oil' to the 
oft.sUviuHl fiom Jeru.saloui, to descend 
betwoon porpondicuhir walls beside tho 
monastery of Mar Sabn to the valley of 
the Jordan and tho Dead Sea. Mr. 
Marcli, in his very instructive book en- 
titled "Miin and Nature," has collectod 
a vast number of instances showing 
how, in tho Old World, tho destruction 
of tho forests has been followed by a 
general aridity of the country which 
they formerly overshadowed. 

Whether there are any examples of 
frequent rains restored to a country by 
planting crrovos and orchards we can- 
not say; Cut wo remember, when trav- 
eling at the West thirty-threo years 
since, to have mot with a gentleman 
from ICentucky who spoke of an in- 
stance within his knowledge, in whioh 
a perennial stream had made its ap- 
pearance where, at tho early sottlomont 
of tho region, thoro was none. Ken- 
tucky, when its first colonists planted 
themselves within its limits, was a 
region in which e.xtensivo prairies 
burnt over every year by the ludians, 
predominated. 

More than forty years since, a poot 
of our country, referring to tho ofl'oct 
of stripping the soil of its trees, put 
those lines into tlio month of one of tho 
aboriginal inhabitants: 
Jipforo thoHo Holds woro shorn and tilled, 

Full to tbe brim ourrlvora flowed; 
Tbe melody of Trators tilled 

The fresfi and bouDdless vood; 
And torrents dashed and rlrulcta playeA, 
And fountslDS spurted In tbe aliHde.

The realm our Irlliob iirecrudhod to get 

Way bo a barren desert yet. 

In all woodlands nature has made a 
provision for retaining the moistnre of 
rains long in tho ground. The earth 
under tbo trees is covoretl with a thick 
carpeting of fallen leaves, which ab- 
sorbs tho jjowor andjiroYonts tho water 
from passinij immodiutoly into tho 
streams and hurrying to tho sea. Part 
of the moisture thus confinod under tbo 
fallen leaves, and shielded from evap- 
oration by sun and wind, finds its way 
slowly into the veins of ilie oartii, rises 
in springs, and runs ofT ii» rivulets; 
nart is gradually drawn up by tlio root- 
Iota of tho trooa and given olY to tliu 
air from tho leaves, to form tho vapors, 
which aro afterward condensed into 
showers. We fear that this statement 
of the process is somewhat common- 
place; but we make it hero, because, 
though obvious onougli, il is too little 
In tho minds of thoso whose interest it 
concerns to notice it. Thus it is that 
forests protect a country against 
drought, and keep its streams con- 
stantly llowing and its wells constantly 
. full. ,Cut down tho trees, and the 
'moisture of tho showers passes rapidly 
ofl'from the surface and hastens to 
lakes and to ocean. — N. Y. Paul. 



Tho True IDsquimaux. 

"What nation of pcoplo inhabit tho 
country?" 

"Tho true Escjuimaux. Tlioy do not 
] extend into tho interior any distance, 
; but And their living along and in tiiu 
j sea. Thoy aro truly a race of sea poo- 
' plo. They have a continual struggle 
I tor oxistonoe, and rosomblo children in 
I tlioir iuiprovideuce. If one ebamu^s to 
i secure an uiHi-mial supply uf food liis 
friends and noigli bor.s invite tbem.-iolvos 
to a feast at his oxpuii.so, and soon it 
I disappears. Thero is |)iTfe(!t coiu- 
muiiity of j)ro])erty ami food iiiLere.-'i.s 
I aiuou"' thoru. Hospitality is to tlu;iu 
I an uiilcnowu virtue, for what is oiie'.s 
I equally buiongs lu them all. There i.s 
I a village right at tho Point of about 
! 130 souls, aud tho entire population of 
tliLi coast for UOO miles is only Tuti. Tho 
only animal tliat cnii o.\.ial wiih ihciii 
is liie dog, aud thoy arti \'n-\ scares. 
Yot notwillistandiug all these draw- 
backs to what Avo could cousiiler ovimi 
! mere existence, I think they are tho 
I happiest people on earth. They aro 
j contented with thoir lot. Thoy have 
I no God, no religion, no goveriuueiil, no 
1 laws, no money, nor any ido;i of what 
j it is, no iiiarriago, iuid yet they are iml 
I hoatlienisb iu tlio least. They are very 
! quick wilted, and it was not long after 
I wo landed before they \ver<^ able to 
understand our wants by ilie signs wo 
I made. Thoy spoak a tongue the liku 
of which 1 never hoard anywhere else, 
and 1 bcliovij thoy aro iiidi^uiioUa tu 
! tho country, a purely 'ice people' 1 
I do not agree with tho theories of 
I ethnologists rospooting their origin, 
j that thoy had boon driven from thoir 
j origiual homes by a slrougor race. 
I Thoy have not yet ffrown boyond tbo 
stono ago, using atone kuivcis, and 
other hnplunioiit.s. They could liavo 
I iron, wbicli is cast up by the sea Iroiu 
numerous wrecks wliicli it contains, 
but tbo oouservalivo old men refuse to 
uso it, holding that it is wrong. So 
they do have a sense of moral j)orcop- 
tion. This was further shown when it 
became necessary for mo to chango tho 
law of property. I could not, of 
course, undertake to food tbo entire 
village from my stores, as thoy evinced 
a unanimous willingness to bavo mo 
do, and at lirst they threatened to carry 
off everything I had. But after they 
understood that this was not to bo al- 
lowed thoy always respoctod incuin et 
lumn. 

"Their only weapon is a spear, of 
primitive design and workmausliip, 
about seven feet long. It ha.s au ivory 
poiut, and along its sides three prongs 
aro sot. Thoy are curved and servated 
on the lower edge. When they throw 
this into a llock of ducks, if tbo point 
misses its aim tbe jjrongs catcii the 
bird around its neck, and tbe game is 
secured. They uao a hand-hoard to 
accuioratc the force and s])eed of the 
weapon, and arc able to project it OUor 
70 yards with great force. At l'.O yards 
thoy can drive il through a niau. 

"On a trip to tho Meade Mountain I 
found evidence of a former population 
of whom the present residents have 
not oven a tradition. There were 
ruins of huts centuries old along tho 
north shore, and tho discoveries 
soomod to astound the natives who 
wore with me." 

"How do tho Esquimaux compare 
with our people in heio^ht and ligure?" 

"1 measured "100 ot them, and tho 
average height was five feet and nine 
inches, aud 160 pound.s rather abovo 
that of average Americans, and 1 never 
saw a fat K.squiiuaux. " 

"What about ihcir habits?" 
"Woll, thoy don't cat blubber nor 
drink wbalo-oil. I never heard of a 
case of the latter, and blubber is only 
eaten to proveutstarvalion. 'J'liere lias 
been a good deal written about tbo 
Arctic regions and tho inliaiiitants 
thereof. The stories about their fiMid 
are a portion of the romancing iii- 
dulgjod iu. The Esquimaux may slice 
a thin piece of blubber and lay it on 
his deer meat, the same as wo put but- 
tsr on our bread, but unless he is 
starving that is the oxloiit of his use of 
iu — Lieut. Ray, in J/ulituiapuli.i Nw/i.
